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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,2,4, 5, 7-1 8, 21 -31 , 33-35 and 37 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
respect to independent claims 1 , 15, 29 and 33, the instant invention is directed to an 
information recording apparatus, a charging method for charging a fee related to 
recording information in a first recording medium and unloading the first recording 
medium based on an unloading operation and a charging method for charging a fee 
related to an information recording apparatus storing information in an information 
storage, recording the information stored in the information storage into a first recording 
medium and unloading the first recording medium based on an unloading operation. 
The relevant prior art of record, such as Russo (5,619,247) discloses stored program 
pay-per-play which includes format conversion to a plurality of media format types and 
storing different quality based upon an input criteria. Shah-Nazaroff et al (6,157,377) 
discloses method and apparatus for purchasing upgraded media features for 
programming transmissions and transmits status information to the client prior to 
unloading. Hershtik et al (5,790,236) disclose processing movies based on frame 
characteristics of the language and audio format. Eyer et al (6,588,015) disclose 
various methods of reducing fees based on user specific preferences related to 
commercials or ads. However, neither Russo, Shah-Nazaroff, Hershtik nor Eyer and 
any of the cited references teach, or suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...a 
fee charging means varies the amount of fee that is charged according to whether or 
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not the disc drive device records the information for the disc reproducing apparatus, and 
the memory recording device records the information for the portable telephone." as 
recited in combination with other features of independent claims 1 and 29; and the 
feature of "...the amount of fee that is charged is varied according to whether or not the 
disc drive device recording step records the information for the disc reproducing 
apparatus, and the memory recording step records the information for the portable 
telephone." as recited in combination with other features of independent claims 15 and 
33

Salomaki (6,222,924) discloses scrambling of digital media objects in connection 
with transmission and storage.
